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NOT' ABOVE CRITICISM.

The Dalles Tiues MOUNTAINEER
says: “The supreme court has decided
on appeal that Sandy Olds, convicted
of maurder, should have a new trial,
and we sce some of the papers of the
state criticising.the decision. We do
not consider thie by any means fair
journaiism.” The opinions of the su-
preme court are not above examina-
tion or beyoni criticism. Every pub-
lic utterance by a public officer is,
under our system, open to examina-
tion and criticism by press and people.
But the Tiues-MOUNTAINEER says:
“Every unfavoradle criticism of the
judgment of the higher court implies
that Sandy Olds 1s guiltly of murder
and should be hanged.” With great
pertinence it might be asked, who that
knows anything about the case doubts
that he is gulty and should be hanged?
Who, thau is to say, except a gang of
gamblers in Portland, a portion of the
police force of the city, and two or
threoc luwyers of the class who, for
woney, can aiways be engaged on the
gide of crime and against law, justice
and the interests of society! Is it to
be supposad that the two members of
the supreme court who have ordered a
new trial know better whether Olds is
guilty of murder or not than the court
and jury that tried him, heard all the
testimony and found™ him guilty!
Roaverence for law is continually
invoked as a shelter for the sharp and

immoral practice which constantly
attacks and often defeats both law
and justice; and this sharp and im-
moral practice is constantly enlisting
& solemn public stupidity on its side
and filling ite mouth with round
phrases in support of the pretense that
its methods of obetructing justice and
preventing the punishment of crime
are the safeguards of society. Men
who can be hired and are hired every
day with the proceeds of crime to de-
fend crime are voluble in their pro-
te-stations that they “want justice,”
and declaim against public expressions
that would “creats prejudice” against
crime and criminals. That is their
trade. They pursue it to make
money; and great part of their skill
is expended in getting a class of peo-
ple to mumble with reverence the
phrases under which they ply their
vacation.—Oregonian. We believe
in giving every man a fair trisl before
his peers, and for that reason cannot en-
dorse the policy;of any journalin at-
tempting to prejudice the minds of any
juror for or against any person who is
on trial for a heinous offense. It is
not juurnalism—it is not fairness, and
ig not the plan that one cilizen weuld
conduct himself toward another in any
of the basiness or social relations of
life. The newspaper is, as the name
implies, 8 gatherer of mews; but its
province is not to usurp the mission of
courts and juries. 1f it does Lot be-
lieye that juries do exact justice, let it
edvocate the abolition of this relic of
Anglo-SBaxon harbarism. But whils
the jury system is in vogue it has no
license to bend the jurors, by influenc-
cing the public mind, to its own idess.
Sindy Oids is to be tried again for
killing Weber, and every man sum-
moned as a juror should have his mind
a3 clear as possible from any feeling
for or sgainst the prisoner. This can-
not be whilea leading exponent of pub-
lic opinion, like the Oregonian, takes
sides for or ngainsc the criminal. We
know nothing of the facts in this care.
and are perfectly willing that a Malt—
nomah county jury should decide on
them. After the trial is over, and a
final decision is reached, any news
paper has a right to criticise the ver-
dict; but until that final decision is
reached, it is not bzcoming that it
should turn its columns into a court
and trial jury and pronounce the man
guilty or innocent. In the many
yesrs we have published & paper in
The Dalles we have carefu)ly avoided
poblishing anything which would in-
fluence the mind of a single juror fcr
or against the defendant; but ufier the
verdict has been given, has never
spared court or jury in an)thing we
thought was not subservient to the
best interests of the community. We
have the greatest respect for our highly
_ecteemed cotemporary in its enterprise
a3 a metropolitan journal; but cannot
endorse the course it pursued in the
Gibbe’ case before and after the arrival
of Judge Gibbs, and in the trial
of *Bandy” Olds before a jury
was impanelled, and after the de-
cision had been reversed and sent
~ back to the lower court for a new trial.
If there is a wrong suffered in the com-
munity without redress in any law
court, the journal, as the conservato:
of public morals, should battle man-
fully for the rights of all; Lut where
the statute has provided an ampl
remedy, the province of journalism i
to let jostice take ita course, without
any sttempt to prejudice the public
for or against any person.

The Tribune, Leasure’'s organ al
Pendleton, is very much disappointed
Lecause its pet was not appointed U.
S. district attorpey, and in a burst of
puerile malevolence attempls to read
Wasco county out of the realm of
Eastern Oregon and the Inland Ew-
pire.

CHRISTIMAS,

The anniversary of C!rstmas will

occur to-morrow, and as sach will be
celebrated all

over the Christian
world. The day was set apart abcut
three hundred years after the event
occurred, and was undoubtedly in

correct as to the date and seasvn of
the year “when shepherds watched
their flocks by might.” But this
makes little or no difference, for the
birth of the personage whom it is in-
tended to celcbrate was a world char-
acter, and us such made his impres

sion upon present and future genera-
tions. Born of the race of the 1lliberal
Jews he displayed the greatest ad-
vancement of any man of his time,
and tavght a doctrine which is suited
to all classes and conditions of people.
The titled noble who kneels amidst
the treasured memories of St. Puul’s in
London has no wmore veneration for the
grand and holy personage of Jesus
Christ than he, who, in the rude and
gimple but in the wilds of the wilder-
ness or the boundless prairie, pays his
devotions to this great redeewer of
the world. The simple son of the car-
penter of Nuzareth, though lineal
descendant of the line of David, lived
aoong the lowly, ute with publicans
and sinners, and ministered to the
wants of the humblest of earth’s un-
fuvored creatures. His companions
were not kings or nobles, but the
outcast and erring; and to these he
imparted hope and consolation which
no other teacher ever did.

The New Testament teaches that
the disciples of this humble and de-
vout individual after his cruel death
were first called Christians at Antioch,
and it is doubtful if he would have
sanctioned 1he nomenclature if he
lived. His life work was for no sect
or class, bLut for the human ruce,
and iv 18 porfectly relevant that
in honor of the anniversary
of his birth, Jew and Christian, Mo-
hammedan, Duddhist and all others
who labor for the benefit of mankind
ghould celebrate this grand event in
the history of the world. Judaism
teaches forws and ceremonies, and a
chosen race; Buoddhism an  ascetic
lfe ; Mohammedanism, belief in the
prophet and a close adherence to the
Koran; but Christ, pure wmotives and
an unspotted hfe. Of all philosophers
whose lives made bright and luminous
the records of the past, this simple
Nazarene, who made po pretensions
except purity of purpose,marked out a
line of conduct for all men, which
mvst be acknowledged the only true
doctrine of man's conduct towards his
fellows. Tt makes little difference
whether the dogmas of the trinity, as
set f rth primarily by the Nicene coun-
cil be correct or not, the character of
Jesus Christ is such that all must ad-
mire it and all would do well to imi-
tate. Century may link itself to cen—
tury until the world grows old with
the lapse of time, yet the teachings of
this great and good wan will be as
pertinent and practical to human life
as when he taught his precepts
among the barren hills of Judea to a
few ignorant fishermen and uncult-
ured laborers. We have no doubt
that Paul, the great logician and eru-
dite scholar, embellished the teachings
of Christ with the dogmas that now
cling to the church; but the purity of
the life and the sinceriey of the great
teacher did more to spread the doc-
trines and make them world—wide in
their application than all the ethics
taught by moral philosophers.

To celebrate the day properly and
in a becoming manner, each one who
gathers in the social circle should at-
tempt to instill into his character that
purity of life and sincerity of conduct
which characterized himn whose birth
is commemorated. Anthems from sur-
pliced choirs, and sermouns from the
gilded alters of cathedrals will not be
as Christ-like as the honest, upright
life of the poor aud lowly. He who
taught as never man taught, who wan
dered homeless and houseless among
the barren wa tes of Palestine, never
wore any royal raiment or associated
with the privileged classes of the world,
His lifa was one of self sacrifice, and his
grand,good and holy acts weredevouted
to healing the sick and alleviating the
burdens of the oppressed. Christ be-
longs to the world, and the world of
gcod and purity belong to Christ.

THE RACE QUAESTION.

Fur long years the African race has
bad fuall freedom in the United States,
ard has Lleen granted the elective
franchise. There is no doubt that the
Anglo-Suxons are the rulers of this
country—in laws and literature, and
we are forced to acccrd to the people
who for long years tuffered the chains
of slavery u lower grade in the scale
of humanity, It must be recollected
that the African, 1n no single instance,
ever liberated himself.

While we cannot expect any definite
action looking toward the sclution of
the problem, the debate would have
an educational effect, and would cer-
tainly have the character of an his-
torical event, The southern senators
have wany hard facts to subwmit to
their northern friends, and we believe
that the latter are in a better mood to
corsider them than at any time since
the war. With the Republican
policy fixed as to the tariff| it is‘ hardly
possible that a question more 1mport-
ant than that of the negro’s welfare
will come before this senate.  Already
the southern senators have shown an
eager disposition to discuss it ina
spirit of [uirness and earuestness, and
the Republicans should lLe glad to
meet them half way. If the debale
shall occur, they wmay expect to find
the whole country cagerly attentive;
and ont of it, we are sure, will come
wuach good to the people.

The disputches to-day connain most
deplorable news of a war of raves in
Georgia, iu which white wen and ne-
groes have been killed. This antagc-
nism cannot continue always and har-
mony prevail among the citizens, and
we hope the present session of con-
gress will attempt to do something to
remedy the evil. The colored men
are with us; tbey have the elective
franchise, and should be protected in
its exercise. If they desire to emi-
grate, every aid should be given them,
Lut we cannot force them to do so, for
they fought in our armies, and earned
their rights by well-merited actions,

We expect from the present con—
gress liberal appropriations for the
Cascade Locks and the lLoat-railway
between this city and Celilo. Port-
Jand may talk all she pleases about
the jettics at the mouth of the Colum-
bia river, but until the river is made
navigable from its headwaters little
benetit can be derived from improving
the channel at the mouth.

THE ENTOMBED MINERS,

SAN Axpneas, Cal., Dec. 24.—A cor
respondent who went {o the scene of the
miuing disaster at Angel’s Camp, has re-
turoe | here and reports the lollowing
particulars: The accident ocenrred in
the Utica mine. The main shuit, which
is 400 fect deep, caved in from the 300-
foot level 1o the 400-foot level, carrying
sll the stones, timber and earth 10 its way.
The amount of earth giving away was a
solid mass of seil and rock and timbers,
forty-five feet wide aod sixty feet long
Nioeleen miners were st work in the 400
foot level putting 1o timbers.

Without s moments' warning this vast
muss of timbers dod rock, with the rapid-
ity of lightuing, suddenly fell, crushing
the mivers below. Three men only of
the number who were working near the
mouth of the drift, hud warning. Hear—
ing some stopes fall they became fnght-
epcd and ran for their lives. The last
one of the number was struck by fulling
rock and severely cut on the head. The
remsining miners, sixteen in all, were
pinioned by the falling mass of debris and
could not escape. Immedijately word
was sent to the top thet a cave had oc-
curred, and men were scnt down the
shaft to 1eoder sll assistance possible.

When these reached the scene it was
found there was no possible hope for
those who were at work. ‘All were un-
doubtedly crushed to ceath. It wus but
a few moments uotil news of the appal-
ling sccident was sent over to the town
and friends and relatives gathered at the
mouth of the sbalt, eager to hear the
news Irom the loved ones below. Will-
ing hands were soon at work trying to
hiear some word from thoss who were 1o
the shalt from time to time as news from
below was brought to the surface. The
scene was Leartrendiog in the extreme.
Three of the unfortunates were murried.

THE LAST PITCHER OF BEER.

He went
home und attended to some things about
the house, and then went to bed with kis
wife. In a few moments be stiffened oul,
and the wile becoming alarmed, called a
doctor, who found the man dend when Le
arrived.

RUINED BY STRONG DRINK.

Spogaxe Favvs, Dec. 24.—Josoph B.
Lister, » well-known newspaper man of
this state, wus to day sentenced to two
years in the penitentinry for lurceny. He
hved at Rockford, and was given $400 to
pay oo railioad lsnd. He came to Spo-
kane Fulls, got drunk and *“blew the
money in.”

Tre day following this exccution u pro-
cession was formed and the committee
led the way over the hill to the spot
which bad usually been chosen 1or Iynch-
ing. With appropriate ceremonies, the
trce that had done duty for a gallows o
msoy years was chopped down, cut up
for relics and carried away.

The place where the tree stood has be-
come koown ss “Hungman’s Gulch.,”
I'ie name Helena hus been trying to get
rid of every since, but without marked
success. The 1dea at the time of the de-
struclion of the tree was that lynching
days were past, It was impossible, how-
ever, to chunge the character of the peo-
ple =0 ensily und so suddenly.

Legal executions have gradually taken
the place of mass meeting executions, but
thiere have been snme briet periods when
it was deemed best to return to the more
expeditions and popular methods of
primative days in the territory.

The year 1881 is known as one of the
“hunging years” of Montava, 1t wns the
time when stock thieving had become
unendurable upon the ranges of Eastern
Montans. Vigilantes orgavized for thest
raid without any conceaiment. Membe,s
of the band which carried out the orders
were recruited openly from the COWDOYSE,
who were willing ti- do that kiod of work
for $100 & month. When the round up
ended sixty-three theives Lad been shot
or hanged.

The man who engineered this exter
minution of the stock thieves is one of
the best kuown ard most respected citi-
zen of Montapa. He mukes his home in
Helena. Public sentiment regrets the
necessity lor such extreme mensures, bat
fully sustaius the penalty inflicted.

The first session of the people’s court
nt Helena was held to try Dob Black for
killing Harry Sluter. Helena wus then o
mining camp and was known as Last
Chance Guleh. Parallel with, and only n
few fect from what 15 now the priocipal
street of the thritty city the guich ran.

The prospectors who found pay dirt in
the gulch were certain there could Le
noue found farther east of fhnt and so
they named it Last Chance.

DBrewer re-
turoed the fire and shot Leggatt through
buth legs.

Brewer and his crowd of ten or twelve
meu theo fled to the swamp. The negroes
were followed 1nto the swamp Ly several
w(l’z;ur, smoug them being William

; & carpenter, and Ins son, Willia
Wood, ' .

THE NEGROES ESCAPE TO THE BWAMPS,

The negroes dudged nto the swamp,
and wheno young Wood run in belund him
Brewer rose up und shot Lim tkrongh the
head, killing bLim instantly, snd shot
Wood's father in the face. Accomplish-
ing this much the negroes run further in-
to the swamp und escaped.

Newsof the death of young Wood und
the serlous shooting of his futher spread
like wildfire over the town. Confusion
reigued for 8 time, and Jessup seemed to
be 1o the bands of & violent mob. Mayer
Hobbs called & meeting snd hasty ar-
rangelaents were made to protect the
towr,

Beventy five armed men were gathered
0 & few mioutes and followed Brewer
und Lis party a distunce into the swump,
McMillso bay covers over 400 acres aml
Brewer is so fumiliar with its biding
piaces that efforts to lucate him are re
guerded as1n vuin, The strength of the
posse was soon increased by m posse of
twenty five armed men, and & pi-ket line
formed.

Hrewer had threatened the life of As-
sistant Marshal Barohill siuce that oflicer
killed one of Brewer's pals, & fuw weeks
8go, while attempling to arrest a colored
mun for gembling. Yesterday was
Brewer's chunce, and he took advantage
of the opportunity. When the assistant
officer came unarmed (e the side of Chief
Marshisl Leggau, who was making the
arrest, Brewer seemed to forget for a
moment that anybody was trying to cap-
ture him, and he shot Barohill down as
bhe would a dog.

HELPLESS PRRISONERS MASSACRED.

At ubout 8 v'clock this mornivg a pa-

ty of unknown men sttacked the jail at
Jessup, driving uway the goards. In a
few minutes the doors were battered down
and four men weat inside und shot snd
killed Peter Jolinson and Bill Hopps. The
former was & mao who had been wonnded
and captured in the fight.
The military was stationed about ha!f
8 mile from the jsil, but by the time a
detuchment arrived there everything was
quict and all there was to indicate what
bud hsppened were the bodics of the dead
negroes.
